alleged German conspiracies—one to 
nvade Canada 
with an armed force 


and another to "blow up the Canadian- 
American -border"—were related : on 
the witness stand yesterday in the 
trial of Hans;.Tauscher, former Ger- 
man army officer, by Horst von der 
3oltz, upon whose confession of par- 
:icipation in the'alleged plot to dyna-^ 
mite the Welland canal In September, 
1914, 
Tauscher, Wolfe von Igel and 


others were indicted.

Von der Goltz testified that Count 


von Bcrnstorff, the German ambassador 
at Washington, "objected" to the plan 
to send an army Into Canada and that 
in lieu, of this scheme Captain Franz 
von Papen, recalled military attache 
of the German embassy, engineered a 
plot to destroy, with dynamite grain 
elevators, brlddes, canals and railroads 
along the .Canadian-American border.

and another to "blow up the Canadian-

Goltz,'upon whose confession of par- 
ticipation in the alleged plot to dyna- 
mite the Welland canal In September.

that von der Goltz had threatened to 
shoot him. 


Adolph B. Levenger, Tauscher's sec- 


retary, told of seeing von der Goltz at 
Tauscher's oifice and of hearing Tau- 
scher order dynamite. 


Harold A. Clark, an employe of the 


Du Pont Powder Co., testified to tak- 
ing the order for the dynamite from 
Tauscher. He said representation was 
made to him that the 
dynamite was 


•anted for blasting in New Jersey. 
Henry Muck, " bookkeeper 
for Tau- 


scher, recalled the purchase of 
dyna- 


mite by his employer. When shown a 
bill from the Du Pont Co. to Tauscher 
and a receipted bill from Tauscher to 
Franz von Papcn, German military at- 
tache, he said that Tauscher paid the 
Du Ponts for the dynamite and sent a 
bill for the amount to von Papen, who 
paid the charge in December, 1914.
